I  have  the  honovor  to  present  the  Anaual  Report  for  the  year  I960  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  outbreak  of  illness  or  infection  during  the 
year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17.4  per  thousand  of  the  population  is 
close  to  the  national  rate  of  17.1.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the 
death  rate  are  12.8  for  V^itefield,  and  11.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  17.6  per  thousand  live  births  which  is 
half  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  A  five  year  average  gives  a  more 
accurate  figure.  This  is  13.9  which  is  appreciably  better  than  the 
national  rate  of  21.7* 

There  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  for  five  years.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria  have  been  reported  for  over  ten  years,  and  no  deaths  from 
diphtheria  have  occurred  for  over  twenty  years.  This  is  the  result  of 
the  continued  immunisation  of  babies  and  young  children,  who  are  also 
given  protection  against  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tetanus. 

Only  one  new  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified,  but 
there  were  two  deaths. 

Measles  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occurred  and  there  was  no  poliomyelitis 
notified.  Water  and  milk  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

The  Council  completed  52  houses  during  the  year  and  other  persons  194. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  housing  list  at  the 
31st  December,  I960,  was  305.  There  were  20  applications  approved  for 
Standard  Grants,  none  for  Improvement  Grants  and  four  successful  applic¬ 
ations  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

The  year  saw  the  first  smoke  control  area  come  into  operation  in 
June.  It  included  294  dwelling  houses,  out  of  a  list  of  310  premises. 

The  scheme  operated  smoothly  and  successfully,  and  progress  is  now 
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being  made  vd.th  the  next  area. 

A  volumetric  recording  apparatus  for  measuring  the  atmospheric 
pollution  has  been  installed  for  the  past  two  years.  The  results  show  that 
the  degree  of  pollution  is  considerable. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice,  and  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  service  during  the  year.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
i960.  The  section  dealing  with  cleansing  is  for  the  financial  year 
ending  31st  I-darch,  I96I. 

During  the  period  under  review,  746  premises  were  visited,  323 
nuisances  or  defects  were  discovered,  and  328  nuisances  or  defects 
abated.  ,  ^ 

14  Statutory  Notices  and  186  Informal  Notices  were  served. 

In  January,  I960,  a  Technical  Assistant  commenced  duties.  He  was 
appointed  by  the  Council  for  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air 
Act.  Such  appointment  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  Council  and 
myself,  as  it  has  enabled  me  to  devote  more  time  to  the  necessary  and 
essential  duties  of  the  office. 

May  I  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Chief  Officers  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  year.  I  also  wish  to  record  the 
conscientious  and  unstinting  service  given  by  a  loyal  staff  and  body  of 
employees,  to  whom  ny  thanks  are  due.

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  in  respect  of  the

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DISINFESTATION. 


During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  inspections  carried  out,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  treat  twenty  houses,  owing  to  the  infestation  of 
cockroaches.  Nineteen  houses  were  sprayed  with  D.D.T.,  and  the  work 
vyas  carried  out  by  our  own  staff.  A  further  house  was  treated  for  the 
infestation  of  bugs.  This  was  treated  by  private  contract. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY. 


It  has  been  noticeable  since  the  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1956,  of  the  great  improvement  carried  out  in  the  field 
of  food  hygiene;  particularly,  by  the  provision  of  adequate  facilities 
for  shop  assistants  to  wash  their  hands  frequently.  This,  naturally, 
leads  to  a  greater  standard  of  personal  hygiene. 

The  increased  use  of  refrigeration,  over  the  past  years,  has 
undoubtedly  played  a  very^great  part  in  the  preservation  of  the  quality 
of  food.

On  January  1st,  I960,  a  Technical  Assistant  commenced  duty  in  the 
Department  to  deal  with  matters  arising  out  of  the  Clean  Air  programme. 

The  first  Smoke  Controlled  Area  came  into  operation  on  1st  June,  I960, 
and  the  number  of  premises  involved  was  310,  covering  an  acreage  of  324. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  public,  in  general,  co-operated  with 
the  Department  in  achieving  the  desired  object. 

V\/ork  also  commenced  on  the  survey  of  Number  Z  Smoke  Controlled  Area, 
which  comprises  822  premises,  covering  an  acreage  of  1,380. 

The  industrialists  have  co-operated  with  the  Department  throughout 
the  year,  with  a  view  to  reducing  emissions  of  smoke  to  a  minimum. 

One  factory  changed  over  from  coal-burning  to  oil-fired  boilers.

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEi^i  AI'JD  PETROLEUM  SP3EIT . 


Licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit  to  which 
the  Petroleum  Acts  apply. 

Two  licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  cellulose  solution. 
Each  licence  is  granted  for  the  period  of  twelve  months,  from  1st  April 
to  31st  March. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Household  Refuse. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  section  of  the  report  deals  with  the 
financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1961,  as  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the 
report,  which  is  distinct  from  the  report  endirg  31st  December,  I960. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  except  during 
holiday  periods,  notwithstanding,  staffing  difficulties. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  yeay,  a  16  cubic  yard  "Fore  and  Aft" 
vehicle  replaces  the  Fordson  Jeckta  which  had  been  in  operation  since 

1949. 


The  advent  of  the  new  vehicle  has  played  a  great  part  in  meeting 
the  ever  increasing  changes  in  the  character  of  refuse,  owing  to  its 
greater  capacity  and  improved  consolidation  of  the  loads. 

The  number  of  men  engaged  in  refuse  collection,  and  vehicles 
employed  are  as  follows 

1  "Fore  and  Aft"  vehicle  with  driver  -  6  loaders. 

1  Karrier  Game-Cock  Side  Loader  with  driver  and 

2  loaders. 

1  Three  Cubic  Yard  Electric  Vehicle  with  driver, 

(used  for  co3JLection,  salvage  and  food  waste), 

FOOD  WASTE. 


The  amount  of  food  waste  collected  during  the  year  was  46  tons 
3  cwt,,  a  reduction  of  29  tons  as  against  last  year.  This  reduction 
was  due  to  the  Council’s  decision  to  cease  the  pi-actice  of  a  seperate 
collection  of  food  waste  from  domestic  dwellings , 
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DUST  BIN  MINTENANCE. 


The  scheme  in  the  maintenance  of  dust  bins  which  was  inaugurated 
in  June,  1950,  has  continued  to  function  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  nuiTiber  of  bins  replaced  during  the  year  was  208  which  was  173 
‘less  than  those  replaced  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  estimate  was  npt -expended.  .■ 

The  oenefits  derived  from  a  dust  bin  maintenance  scheme  are  many, 
the  main  one  being  the  replacement  of  defective  dust  bins  of  a 
recognised  standard  within  reasonable  time. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  replacements,  68  bins  were  sold 
privately  to  purchasers  of  new  houses, 

SALVAGE. 


The  work  of  salvage  collection  has  proceeded  on  similar  lines  to 
previous  years,  the  ever  increasing  use  of  pre-packed  goods  has 
reflected  itself  in  the  materials  to  be  collected. 

i 

The  coming  into  operation  on  1st  June  of  .the  Council’ s-first 
Smokeless  Area  also  resulted  in  more  salvage  material. 

During  the  year  an  electric  supply  was  installed  in  the  salvage 
baling  shed,  and  an  electric  waste  paper  baling  machine  was  installed. 

This  method  of  baling  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  method  of 
manual  baling.  ^  -.A, 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Disposal  is  carried  out  at  Spring-Waters  Tip.  Controlled  tipping 
is  practised  and  a  suitable  insecticide  powder' is  frequently  used  with 
a  view  to  extermination  of  flies  and  other  insects.  •  '■
